Tbia laok of raaliow on dio part of tho Wootom powora io ah own hy 
thoir roluotanoo up until tho proaont to oonaidor tho roarwawont of Woatom 
Ooraany* Ihia roluotanoo waa tho outgrowth of diatruat of Oomaiqr, not because 
«f ito poaitieil r.tto •d'a^y, but bosauae of ita paat rolo aa world troubloHoa k or* 
BowwTort Iho Oomany of yoaterday no longer oxiata« nor do the oloR^ta within 
Ooraanyiwriw wnat boar tho roapooaiblllty for donum aggroaaion in the paat* 
oaawly tho donum landed ariatooraoy or Pruaaian Junkora* and tho iaduotrial 
eartola* Saeondly* tha ogrieultural and induatrial baoking for another war 
la l ooVI » g in Woatom donaany. It ouat bo rawoaiborod that not only hao Western 
aonuny traditienally laekod auffieient agriooltural prodneta* but at tho 
prooMt tiwo* ita poaitien ia aran nore untonablo* owing to tho inflmc of 
adlliona of rofngoo pooploa* Fron an Induatrial atandpoint* Waatam doranay 
is ia oil* Goman oil walla could at^ply a potential dofwOiqr aray 

wthh loaa than 109 ( of tho aaount of oil noeoasary to eonduot a auoooaaful war* 



Addltioaally* and probably the aoat iaportant point to bo oonsldorod, 
la the faot that tiao Woatom dorwoig^raro afraid of Coanualsw. In order not 
to baoonio the next rietla of Soriot' aggroasioa* tho Gomans would prefer an 
oni QwjM with the Woat* It is trae that as rooantly aa 1950 'tiio Gomans 
eoi|aladsd an allianeo with tho 0889* end it io not inproboblo tiiat they 
wouid do no again if oenditioao had reoMinod unohangod. Thoro is no thootlon 
of ' atatie oottditieBa* beowror* and Adoaauor and tha Wastora Goman politieiaas 
aroi no feola* 'Ihay haow only to ;le^ around thwa to see that aa allianeo 
with the JQS^tpday/ with tho torrifie disparity of strangth oxiating botwwoa 
tt |0 taa. oodatylM* would msult in GomaDy'a boocalng no aoro than a aatallita 
10W the gaatom luropoan natioaa* 



Tot in tho^Jilpo of sooo 100*000 araod polieo in Saatom Gomaagr* a 
warltablo Seviat Walnaoht. opposition to tho roamaaont of Woatom Oomaay 
baa booa baaed to a groat extent on oueh obsolete oonoidomtieas as these 
outltyjMI aboyo* It would aooa that only roeontly has an attaapt boon aado 
to i^Sms the laok of realisa of thla ylow in tho light of Oomaby*s prosant 
aatorial roaouroos and psyoholi^eal prasuppoaitiona*

IftMlly imraaliatio is ^a Waatom Powers attitude tooard paat troatios 
with the 0S8B* at Tolta. Potadaa* ato.* that ia* their intonoo prooeoi^atioa 
with oomltbaonta node to the S<>Tieta« For tho Soriots haro not only eonsiatontly 
Tialatod thooo treaties* but in an artlola entitled ”Tho Saorot Mission** 
phUiohod iv Pmwda and IsToatia (August I960), tho W88B Gemrmont Froeloiaod 
that the Woatom allies had worieod aaorotly with tha domana* botmying to tho 
Amis all Sowiot aaerot infomatiaa - thus hay# tha Soriata ronounood in offoot 
any femor 9 |^anoo with tho Waat at all* 



Aa op^oaod to htaoo uarealistio rlowa* X would ouggast tho following 
points oonoeming ttio Seriot Union to bo atrossod ty ^o Waatom Fewors in 
tholr pr^agandat 
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(a) World War II vaa posilblo only la ooaaoquoaoe of tho Stalln-HlltOr 
paet* 

(b) Tho W8SS not only aupportod tho Ratit during thd war with oil and 
grain* but alao garo thaa willtary av^port in Iho form of aub* 
marina baaoa* partitioning of Poland* and daloyilig taotioa in 
regard to the war in Japan* eto* 



Another error oonaiatently Mde by the Weatem nationila their oonfuaion 
of Oomnnnlaa with nationollam* an<t their aaaeaanent that eaoh la bad* Thno* 
wAiile the Sorieta employ national! am Tory eiffioaoioualy for their own purpoaea* 
Hm Jhmt oowera before it in fear. We ahould not forget that nationaliaa doea 
not neoeeaarily hare diataatefol aapeetai Bound natle^iam has nothing in 
cemoMm with raoial peraeeutiona cud diaeriminatioa. Actually nationaliom ia 
a etrong wei^on in the atruggle against Cammaaiam* but too often* when a revolt 
breaka out in a former ooloay* the European nations give it the Ihk^ of 
esmamima whan it is no more than an expression of nati<mallsm* to i^<di aosw 
Oomnanist elements may or nay not adhere* That la why a reourgenoo of national- 
ism in Weatem Oenmoiy ahould not be regarded asl^ance. Co-mingled with thia 
nationaliam ia a feeling of aiq>erlori^ to the Snasiana whioh ia ocapletely 
Justified v^em whioh the Weat ootild oapitalise inaomueh as many of the 
soientifio bairns made today by the Bnaaiana were the results of Oemsn reseoroh. 
^e* for exaayle* tha famous Orient^sts to Suasia* all of Whom w;re (tormanc 
Pallaa/^elung;»^1hbggit^Boethlingk7SDern**Traeha*^alar*-*^dleffr 1 la l ena nB* 
»ld*i^damb«vg^^^^ehberg, eto* What I am adwooating is a diraeted 
atlonatlism which will oa^loy natlTe oustoms* aoienee* etc. to sttoalate pride 
■song native peoples* and at the ssme time stress the feet that only in a free* 
damoexmtie aoole^ ean anoh foms of self expression exist* In oonieotion 
with this* toe West oould e^tloy a devloe used with great suooesa by toe 
gevleto* that is* the publishing of texts to native languages in whioh there 
is still too litUe literature* These texts* whether dealing with history* 
geegrapl^* toe arts or other aubjeota* ahould fomant a healthy natienaliam 
and shevdd serre as vesaels for the tranaalssion of western dsmooratio ideails 
in the same manner in which the Soviet Union employs texts for the preacLtog 
of their paeudo-soientifie Marxist theories* pan-glaviom* or toatever* 



Wet only dees toe Western world have an unhaaltoy fear of nationalism . 
as suoh*- bjst it has an equally unhealthy fear regarding Soviet strength and 
impregnability* This fear has the following disastrous effeetoi a) it 
disarma tbs free world psyohologioally* so that they regard defeat at the 
of the Soviets inevitable It war breaks out; b) it onoourages the 
Soviets and oonvinoes then that a war would brtog them victory* Thorefore* 
toe West must teke aotion to ooabat these fears by building up strength 
st^erier to that of tho I7S8B* This oan be done in one way by building up 
tho anasd forces of WOstem Europe tinder the Atlantio Foot* The Atlantic 
Foot matiana should have not Isas than 25 ready eonbat divialone in the near 
ftttnre and be able to mobilise not less than SO divisions within a few Weeks 
after toe outbreak of war* Aside from these divisions* toare should be a 
well-equl^ed W8 army to rush into combat witoont losa of time*
